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One hot evening ic July last I 
stood on tite brink of a little canal 
that skirts a row of noble build 
ings constituting the largest textile 
mill in New England and perhaps 
in the world, and watched hun- 
dreds and thousands of mill-hands 
pour ov«r the bridge that coooecis 
the mills with the town of which 
tliey are the chief Mpport and 
pnde. As the great ball clanged 
forth ita six peals, one eouM hear 
the ceeeation of toil for the day. 
The mighty lurbinee, fed by this 
canal from the merrimac, ceased 
to revolve, the great Corliss en- 
gines that in reoeat years have 
come to the aid of water power in 
all big mills, came to a stop; the 
three huadiMd thousand spindlen, 
the eight thousand looms, :ir,d llie 
thousands of other ponderous ma 
chines, tngenioas and effective 
almost psst belief, for p.rKnif,', 
cleaning, roving, bleaching, print- 
ing, drying, and iaiahtog tlM oae 
hundred million yards of cotton 
and woolen goods turned out from 
theoe milla every year — all this 
vast mass of machinery, {.cattsred 
over aixly acres of flooring, came 
to a stop. Bell-time, as six 
o'clock in (he afternoon is called 
in all New England mill-towns, 
had oooM. la plaoe of the hum 
and clatter of MNMhinery, the pat- 
ter of iaaoflMraMe feet made itseli 
h-sard. Thea the first of the srmy 
of five thousand operatives began 
to come, first by driblets, compris- 
ng those who did aot oeed to wash 
or care to, then the larger stream* 
the doors of some great room 
were thrown open, each operative 
having to go and come by a special 
staircase in order to avoid the 
gorging of any particular exit in 
case o( Tire, and finally the dense 
stream of humanity, male and fe- 
male, big and little, until the 
d iron bridge was packed and 
shook under the strain. Brown- 
ing's description of the rats as they 
came in answer to the three shrill 
notes of the Pied Piper came to 
my mind. 

I hope that should any of the 
mill-hands of this particular mill 
ever read these lines they will take 
no offeace at the comparison. The 
picture was not an unpleasant one; 
it had just the diveraity suggested 
by the poet. There were men and 
women, boys and girls, of all ages 
and colors— even green, and blue, 
and yellow, and striped — for the 
operatives in the printing and 
dyeing shops are as apt to be cov- 
ered with color as the miller it 
powdered with flower; here were 
the fat and the lean, the tali and 
the short, pretty women and 
women — less pretty; dark and fair, 
neat and sloven. And it should 
he said here that no such squalid 
poverty saddens the visitor to 
these mills as can be aeen in every 
Maantactttring town in England. 
Every woman and girl wore shoes; 
the poor slattern, barefooted, and 
with a ragged shawl thrown over 
her head, that one finds by the 
thousand coining from the cotton- 
mills of England was conspicuous 
by her absence. The women and 
girls of our manufacturing towns, 
especially «hcre the native Ameri 
can stock still holds its own, re- 
tain a vivid appreciation of pretty 
things in dreee and adornment. In 
some of the cotton towns, such as 
Fall River, where the French 
Canadian and the Irish have driven 
the Yankee girl from the spindles 
and the loom, tliere iii less concern 
for personal appearaucv than in- 
Lynn, for instance, with ils Aiiier 
ican shoe operatives, or in Man- 
chester' with iU American thread- 
makers. Among the more recent 
recruits to the mills are the Ar- 
meaiaas sad Polish Jewa, of whom 
there are some ii» almost all thfe 
New England manuiaclunng 
towns. 

Watching the privates of this 
arniy of workers \wt\t forth from 
the mills where they have been at 
work since half past six in the 
morning, with an hour's rest at 
noon, and bearing in mind the fact 
that these mills have been in 
ateady and profitable operation for 
nearly half a century, the joanage- 
ment of this vast machine for 
turning out and selling one hun- 
dred million ysrds of goods a year 
will impress any one as possessing 
as much general interest, and far 
more human interest, than the

Une feature of the manufactur- 
ing indurtries of a 'Country that 
makes them of perhaps more in- 
terest than the agricultural indus- 
Iriee, is the constant change in the 
character of the proibicf, as well as 
in the raoihods of manufacture. 
The farmers' products seldom or 
never cliaiif;!'. The wheat sealed 
up in Egyptian tombs fifteen hun- 
dred years before the trirth of 
Christ is found to be identical with 
that grown in^, Egypt tp- day, and 
upon being planted yields a simi- 
lar crop to th.it now thrown. Not 
only do manufactured objects 
change every few years, but the 
field IS constantly enlarged by the 
appearance ot new things to make 
— things net dreamed of a few 
years ago. b^lcctricity now Rives i 
employment to hundreds of tbQus- 
anda <rf persons whose great graiid- 
fathcrs never lieard of a tclcqraph, 
a telephone, an electric light, or a 
motor. While new farms spring 
up every day in the wiMerncss, it 
is always the same old wheat or 
com that results. But every day 
some new factory beRiiis turning 
out a product the like of which 
was never seen before, aod, in 
some easee, let us hope may not 
be seen again. More than this, it 
is not reaeoaable to suppose that 
this stream of novelty which began 
to flow with the printing press, the 
steam-eagiae, and the aiectric 
spark, will ever ccacc. It would 
be strange if we happy possessors 
of these wonderful tools, unknown 
to our forefathers, should fai! to 
profit by them, ajid turn out still 
more wonderful things in the fu- 
ture. The next century ought 
certainly to give the world gifts as 
valuable as steam end electricity. 
The factories of ujijy will make 
wonders, ol which wc have no con- 
ceptioo.-T-PHiLip G. HifBBRT, Jr., 
ia March Scribner's.

The rc(]ucsts for iiiito- 
graps arc scarcely numerable. 
Patches for bed-quilts and lunch- 
cloths add to the burden. P>r^; 
ging letters, for numbers, take the 
■econd pisce in the President's 
mail. They come from every part 
of the land, and relate to every 
possible subject. Some are ap- 
peals to aid the writer to get an ed 
ucalioo, or to pay off a mortgage, 
Of to buy a piano or a pony; and 
no form of public apjieal is absent 
— to aid the building of churches, 
to endow schools, to build monu- 
ments, and to aid every other good 
purpose for which men or women 
or children associate themselves. 
On one il:iy the requests for spe- 
cific sums aggregated nine thous- 
and 'dollars. These appeals are 
unavailing in the nature of things 
and self-respect ought to restrain

' I was much interested in the ar 
tide on "Early Foodoees for Mu. 

sic," signed "C M." ia Babyhood 
for last May. At that time I in- 
tended writing of my experience in 
in this line, as I think it must be 
unusual. I-neglected to do so, but 
lately our boy has made such an 
advance that I would like to know 
if any other roothiershave had a like 
experience. 

When our boy was only a few 
months old he could be quieted by 
singing. If unusually fretful, his 
father would sing second, and the 
two voices would soon soothe him. 
When less than two years old he 
showed great interest and fondness 
for music played by an orchestra 
at a summer hotel. He was always 
quiet while the music was perform- 
ed, and during intervals would in- 
sist in his baby way for more. At 
this time be learned the first eight 
notes of "Manhattan Beach." 

At sixteen months, when I would 
begin to sing liiiii to sleep, if 1 did 
not sing the tune he wanted he 
would say, "No!" and when asked 
what mother must sing he wouhl 
sing in a descending scale 
"la-la la," and would never be sat 
isficd until I found the song 
he wanted.' Often I would try a 
j^rf at many liefore the rij;ht one 
was found. At twenty months he 
would keep perfect time to bright, 
lively music by pounding with his 
band on a tabic or chair. 

He is twenty-seven months old 
now, and for the jiast months has 
liuen able to tell me the names of 
many tunes I would hum or play 
on tlic piano. lie kiio'.vs upwards 
ol two dozen airs, and will not al- 
low mc to sing the words of one 
sonf^ to the time of another. livery 
few days a new tunc will strike Ins 
fancy, and h? will remember it and 
ask for it. I'or some time lii' has 
been humming parts of songs, and 
now sings quite a number. He 
knows the wonls and music to 
some of these songs, to others 
only the chorus, and to "America" 
"Marching Throiif^ii ricorgia,"and 
a few more he only hums the air. 
He is very correct and keeps per- 
fect time. 

He olten asks ine to sing about 
things which have happened to 
him, and I do so to the tune of 
"Old Kentucky Home," the only 
one he will allow for that purpose. 
And now he sinf;s his experiences 
and other narratives to the sauie 
tune, and manages to make the 



meter tight, repeating words if 
there arc too few for the line. I 
sing a Iarf;e variety of songs to him, 
and if 1 stop suddenly he will f p- 
ply the proper word and note. We 
havq lot tried to teach him, but he 
is very quick and his memory is 
surprising. Some of his songs are: 
"Mary Had a Little Lamb," 
"Tliree Crows,' "Hark,! hear a 
Voice," "Three Blind Mice," 
"Noble Duke of York," etc. Col- 
lege songs are his favorites. 

There is up special musical abil- 
ity in the family, thoiit^b we arc all 
fond of music. His father and i 
sing ducts, and he always asks for 
certain ones. O.ne evening, about 
a motlh ago, 1 was playing a va- 
riety bf tu.ies^for him. He was 
close by and much interested. 1 
wanted to play "Marching through 
Georgia" to specif he would recog- 
nize"^ ft. The other tunes were 
ringing in my head, and I could 
not remember how the air started. 
Ilis father was also at .t loss, so I 
asked the boy. He thought a mo- j 
mcnt, then began to hum, stopping 
with "No!" Again he tried and 
with the same result, but the third 
time ho tried and he sang the air 
perfectly, using "la-la la" for his 
words. — M. A. M., in babyhood. 



The Mefe ta America. 

Irishmen have rarely ever re- 
ceived a finer tribute than that 
wluch fell from the lips of Hon. 
G. F. Hoar, the venerbble United 
States senator from Massachu- 
setts. 

Speaking at the bamiuet to Dr. 
Conaty in Worcester, Mass., Sena- 
tor Hoar delivered himself of the 
following noble sentiments: 

"The sin;?le event most impor- 
tant to Massachusetts alter the Rev- 
olution ended until the rebellion 
broke out was the Irish immigra- 
tion which began 1840. We had 
good reason to bid them welcome. 
The relation of Ireland to Massa- 
chusetts and to American liberty 
has been quite close from the be- 
ginning. In 1676, when Massa 
chusetts.was suffering from the 
terrible effects ot King Phillip's 
war, the generous people of Ire 
lad sent over a contribution for our 
relief. 

"They played no unimportant 
part in the Revolutionary service 
One of the most striking and noble 

figures in that military history is 
the brave Irishman Montgomery. 
The greatest military event in our 
war of iiidepi iidence until the sur 
render at YorktoVn was the ex 
pulsion of the British army from 
iiuston. The foot of a foreign in 
vadcr has not touched the soil of 
Massachusetts from that day to 
this. 

"When Washington's army en 
tcrcd Boston, after his relieving 
Putnam on the 17th of March, 
1776; with drums beating; and 
colors flying, and Sir William 
Howe with his army and his troops 
went out, an event which ISurkc 
said 'was .rorc like the departure 
of a people than the retreat of an 
army,' the watchword of the day 
was St. Patrick. The good St. 
Patrick came into Boston with 
General VVashingtoa* and he came 
to abide. 

"The catalogue of the brave 
soldiers that the Irish race has 

furnished to America is too long 
for repetition here. Besiili s Mont- 
gomery, there arc Andrew Jackson, 
the great hero of the war of 181 a 



and Pliil Sheridan, hero of tha war 
of th^ rebellion, of whom Gaaeral 

Grant once said to mcwith his own 
lips:^ 'General Sheridan is supposed 
by some persons ta capsble only 
of a single tirilliant and dashing 
exploit. There never was a greater 
mistake; he ia aUe to conduct a 
campaign over an extent of terri- 
tory as large as any nation 10 the 
world caa cover with its tioapa.' 

There are many of your cleigy- 
men among the dead aod among 
the livinif; who have a tender spot 
in the hearts of the people of 
Massachusetts. She still cherishes 
the memory of Bishop Chevenis, 
the first Catholic bishop of Boston 
missionary to the Indians, en- 
counterer of savage and of pesti- 
lence, the American Fenelon, after- 
ward archbishop of Bordeaux and 
cardinal. She does not forget 
BjMhop Fenwieh, ray father's friend 
whose honored dust sleeps under 
the shade of the college whieb he 
founded, 

"I deem it an honor that yoji 
have assigned me a a part .on this 
occasion. I am, as you know, a 
Puritan among Puritans, a dis- 
senter amomg dissenters a heretic 
among heretics. After the way 
that ye call heresy so worship I 
the God of my fathers. But I am 
glad to bring my tribute of honor 
and respect to Father Cooaty." — 
Donahoe'a Magazine.

'The attention of all agents of 
companies authorized to do busi- 
ness in this Commonwealth is 
hereby directed to Sec. 633, Ken- 
tucky Statutes, which provides a 
penalty for acting as agent, solicit- 
ing for, or placing insurance in 
unauthorized companies, and Sec. 
6()U, which provides a way in which 
surplus lines may be placed. 

Agents are requested to notify 
this Department by telegraph when 
any loss occurs in which unauthor- 
ized companies are interested in 
order that any persons attempting 
to act for the company in adjust- 
ment of a loss msy be apprehended 
and punished for violation of the 
law. 

Property owners who go outside 
the State to place their insurance 
in companies that have not com- 
plied with the provisions of the 
State law, must also go outside the

Last week Thk Bkk gave pub-

He was driver in the mines 
and had set in to break the record 
for hauling coal in a single day 
Up to noon he had hauled fifty 
five cars to ^hc shaft, which was 
considerably above a usual half 
lay's record. After dinner he had 
hauled seven cars to the shaft aud 
was returning with an empty oar 
when the accident oocitrred which 

ended his life. 

The miner, whose turn it was to 
get the next empty, heard Carl go 
by with the last load and was on 
the lookout for the next empty, 
which he would bring ss he came 
back from the ahsft. As Carl did 
not come quite as quickly as he ex 
pectcd him, he step[)e<l out into 
the entry to listen and only heard 
the mule shake himself as he 
stood on the track with his harness 
on. The miner investigated at 
once and found the car ofi the 
track and the body of Carl Hum- 
phrey lying aeraaa the track and 
chain in front of car with his head 
wedged between the car and nine 
timber. The jaw bone against 
the car was crushed and the skull 
at base of brain was pressed 
against the timber. It was the blow 
on thtf back of the akull that 
ci(|M0d death, although if any 
fracture existed it was scarcely 
diacemable to the physician who 
made the examination. 

The car was off the track, but 
had run only a few feet after being 
derailed. The mule was standing 
with the chain slack when found. 
It is supposed that the car jumped 
the track and that Carl was jolted 
oB and fell with his head between 
the car aod the limber. The re- ' 
la i M weae iatenmd at Springfield.

RAVL UANURK 

Wherp manure is to lie applied 
tor the benefit of spring crops it 
should be gotten out u early as 
possible, beforo tlio rush of spring 
work comes on. When the ground 
tkawi Out it will be too toft to haul 
over till It IS in order to plow; then 
the plow must be started and the 
manure is often left in the yards to 
to waste away. There will be but 
little loss of fertility by washing 
if applied to comparatively level 
lands this month. Many farmers 
who have at home all the land 
they dho farm right within their 
own resources arc renting more 
land with a view to hiring the 
work cl^e and realising a profit 
therefr«hi. TIk y seldom make it 
pay. .Farm products are much 
eheapei^ comparatively, than farm 
h( Ip and wi be! ove ihe conserva- 
tive man who confines his opera- 
tions i» what he can do well with- 
out hinag much is mnk.nj^ more 
clear aioney and with less worry 
than Ike man who spends loo 
much. 

ORCMARP CITI.TIVATION. 

An orcliarJ wi ll managed n ay 
be made to pay .sevrral times as 
much for the land occupied and 
the labor spent as Ihe best field on 
the farai. But it will be a poor 
investment if it is nef-lectcd and 
suffered to go to ruin. Cultivation 
is indiapeniahln to enable the soi 
to contribute its (trtility to the 
trees. The surface must not be 
left onlouched to become covered 
with rank weeds or moss, to lie 
bare and barren. There is noth- 
ing better than a crop of clover, 
and this should be permitted to 
die down and decay on the sur 
face. A plow should never be 
miflered in an orchard. Only the 
surface should be stirred, lest the 
fine feeding roota may be injured 
the trees checked in their 
growth. A good harrowing in the 
fall an4 two or three in the sum- 
mer will be all the cultivation an 
ard requires. 

PRUNINU TRBKS. 

Cutli close to the collar as pos- 
sible and not injure it. Make the 
■ear smooth and flat, and when it 
Is tafg^over the wound with white 
lead, ajf grafting wax, to prevent 
and keep the air out. 
pesdh tree is not pruned 
nder branches form, and 
uce fuit mainly at their 
ids. The tree will carry 
much more fruit if properly distri- 
tHled, Md will produce more 
perfect-fnrit. The eutling will not 
be attended with injury if done 
while the tree is dormaqi. That 
the peach trees should oe left to 
glow at will is an outgrown idea. 

HONEY ON THE FARM. 

At the farmers' institute recently 
a representative of "The Farmer's 
Voice' met an aged farmer who 
keeps bees. It is so rarely that 
bees are found upon the farm now- 
adays that inquiries were made as 
to Ihe farmer's experience. He 
said he keeps bees at all times and 
always had a supply of honey for 
his own table and a surplus to sell 
ex^t in the poorest honey years. 
He gets as much m 8o pounds 
of sdf^us honey from a colony, 
and this sells very readily at his 
come for I2j4c a pound. The in- 
home from this does not seeni large 
but when there arc twenty or more 
colonies and each of them returns 
from 16 to f lo a seasoo, it adds to 
the revenue of the farm and is al- 
most clear profat, as the labor of 
taking care of bees is hardly worth 
considering. 

Honey will always be one oi iIk 
luxunes, and there will nevur coiiu' 
a time when pure honey can not 
be sold at a good price. The cities 
are fuV of ranks imitations of honey 
that tell at honey prices, and any 
one who is able to furnish a sup- 
ply of pure comb honey and ^et it 
to iiiarket in good shape may be 
sure of getting from 15c to 20c a 
pottodior it. 

DISEASES OF FOWLS. 

One teaspoonful of liquid car 
bolic acid given in two 'ptarts ol 
water is an excellent preventive ol 
most diseases among fowls. One 
taUespoonful of chlorate of potash 
ii|.^««e quart of water for roup; for 
little chicks that are weak in the 
legs, one teaspoonful of sulphate 
of soda in one quart of water. For 
worms, give ten drops of aloes or 
spirits of turpentine in a pint of 
watet. For gapes, add a few drops 
of camphor or turpentine to the 
dfiajiwig water. For cold or ca- 
tsrili, put ten drops of aconite in 
»fipt of water. For sneezing or 
ruBidngat the nostrils, put about 
one tablespoondil of kerosene oil 
in one quart ol watet. Asafoetida 
tied up in a rag and plated 111 the 
drinking water for the fowls will be 
a good remedy for roup, also a pre- 
jfontive of most dts es i es .

I visited "Federal Hill" a few 
days ago. it is situated only a 
mile east of Bardstown.

and siiny. 

One beautiful rooming while the 
darkies were at work in the corn- 
fields and the sun shone with 
mighty splendor upon the waving 
grain — first giving it a COlOf of 
light red, then changing it to a 
golden hue — there was s^sted upon 
an old bench in front of this his- 
toric mansion two young peopli 
a brother and a sister. High up 
in a treetop was a mocking bird 
warbling its sweet notes. Over in 
the hidden recesses of a small 
bush the thrush's mellow song 
could be heard. A number of 
small darkies were playing near 
the not far away cabin door. The 
air was refreshing — just one of 
those May mornings when all na- 
ture seems so beautiful and the 
feelings of everyone so comfort- 
able. The young man was of me- 
dium size, with a strong and pleas- 
ant face. 

Beside him was seated a young 
woman of great beauty. Her hair 
hung over her shoulders in long 
golden tresses; her form was sym- 
metrical and her face was unus- 
ually beautiful. 

When the broihi.r had finished 
the first verse the fair girl took the 
paper from his hand and saag in a 
soft, sweet voice:
